The  total  amount  of  Bonds  issued  by  the  Town  in  1887, 
to  raise  funds  with  which  to  pay  for  the  310  shares  of  stock 
of  the  Chatham  Railroad  Company  purchased  by  the  Town 
was  $31,000.00,  divided  as  follows  :  $4,000.00  due  in  1892, 
$6,000.00  due  in  1897,  $9,000.00  due  in  1902,  and  $12,- 
000.00  due  in  1907  ;  all  bearing  interest  at  4 %  per  cent. 

The  $4,000.00  due  in  1892  was  refunded  for  20  years  at 
4 J  per  cent,  interest,  and  becomes  due  Sept.  1,  1912.  The 
$6,000.00  due  in  1897  was  paid  by  a  loan  from  the  Love- 
land  Fund  ;  the  note  therefor  bears  interest  at  4  per  cent, 
and  was  due  Sept.  1,  1907.  The  $9,000.00  due  in  1902 
was  paid  by  a  Sinking  Fund,  established  in  1899,  and  the 
$12,000.00  due  in  1907  was  paid  by  a  Sinking  Fund  estab- 
lished in  1902.  Summarizing,  there  still  remains  to  be  paid 
$4,000.00,  due  Sept.  1,  1912,  now  in  the  form  of  bonds, 
and  the  $6,000.00  note  to  the  Lovelund  P'und  now  overdue.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  FEB.  4,  1907. 

The  first  meeting  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers  under 
the  Australian  ballot  system,  was  called  to  order  at  10 
minutes  past  nine  o'clock  by  the  Town  Clerk,  who  after 
reading  a  part  of  the  Warrant  aloud,  called  for  the  choice  of 
a  Moderator  under  Art-  1  by  ballot  and  the  use  of  checklist. 
Whole  number  of  ballots  cast  14,  all  for  Oscar  C.  Nickerson, 
who  was  declared  elected,  who  after  being  duly  sworn  by 
the  Town  Clerk,  proceeded  to  business.

Article  2.  Voted,  That  the  rate  for  collecting  taxes  for 
the  year  1907  be  1£  per  cent.,  and  the  collector  furnish 
his  bond.

Article  4.  Voted,  That  we  accept  the  several  Town  Offi- 
cers' report  as  a  whole. 

Appointed,  E.  Z.  Ryder  and  Charles  G.  Watts,  Ballot 
Clerks  ;  B.  L.  Jones,  Geo.  N.  Bearse,  J.  Clement  Eldredge 
and  Charles  A.  Howes,  tellers,  who  were  duly  sworn  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Town  Clerk  de- 
livered to  the  ballot  clerks  500  official  ballots  and  120  official 
ballots  marked  for  School  Committee  only,  making  a  total  of 
020,  for  which  the  clerks  receipted  for  the  same. 
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Article  3.  Voted,  To  take  up  Article  3  and  act  thereon  ; 
the  ballot  box  was  examined  and  declared  empty  and  that 
the  box  registered  nothing  at  the  start.  Voted,  That  no 
other  Article  be  acted  upon  today  except  Article  3.

They  were  audibly  counted  one  by  one  by  the 
moderator  in  presence  of  the  clerks  and  tellers,  who  turned 
them  over  to  the  tellers  to  canvass  the  same.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Chatham: 

Gentlemen  :  Following  is  my  fifth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools  : 

There  are  several  factors  entering  into  the  successful  con- 
duct of  a  school,  the  most  important  of  which  is  the  teacher. 
Given  a  teacher  who  has  been  well  trained  for  her  work 
professionally,  who  has  had  some  experience  and  whose 
personality  is  strong  and  pleasing,  and  other  things  being 
fairly  favorable,  the  work  will  be  satisfactory.  Looking' at 
the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  employed  during  the  school 
year  1906-1907,  I  find  that  of  the  seventeen  different  teach- 
ers employed  three  had  college  training,  eight  normal  train- 
ing, two  college  and  normal  training,  one  kindergarten 
training  and  only  three  without  previous  professional  train- 
ing ;  and  that  thirteen  of  the  seventeen  had  had  experience. 

The  second  factor  is  continuity  of  service.  Other  things 
being  equal,  the  teacher  who  remains  in  a  school  throughout 
the  year,  can  usually  show  better  results  than  can  be  shown 
in  a  school  which  has  had  two  or  more  teachers  in  the  same 
time.  There  was  a  change  of  principals  in  the  high  school 
at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term ;  the  Chathamport 
primary  school  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  first 
term  and  consolidated  with  the  North  primary  which  had, 
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during  the  year,  four  different  teachers ;  and  the  Atwood 
primary  was  interrupted  by  a  change  of  teachers  at  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  term.  The  remaining  schools  con- 
tinued  with  the  same  teachers  throughout  the  year. 

A  third  factor  in  the  successful  operation  of  a  school  is 
attendance.  Children  who  are  not  present  cannot  be 
taught ;  and  while  the  strong  teacher  certainly  has  a  better 
attendance  than  the  weak  one,  by  reason  of  the  interest  she 
creates  and  the  devices  she  employs  to  make  school  attrac- 
tive, yet  there  are  parents  who  are  habitually  careless  and 
unappreciative  of  the  opportunities  their  children  are  miss- 
ing, with  the  result  that  many  pupils,  especially  those  under 
seven  years  of  age  in  the  primary  grades  and  those  over 
fourteen  in  the  higher  grades,  are  in  school  little  more  than 
half  the  time.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  children 
should  attend  regularly  during  the  first  years  of  their  school 
life,  otherwise  they  see  their  classmates  who  do  attend  regu- 
larly drawing  away  from  them  ;  they  have  to  do  so  much  work 
when  in  school  in  order  to  keep  in  their  classes  that  school 
becomes  distasteful  to  them ;  they  lose  the  feeling  that  they 
are  a  part  of  the  school  and  have  a  responsibility  in  its 
success,  and  so  go  through  the  entire  course  with  irregular- 
ity and  indifference  ;  they  lose  many  of  the  essentials  in 
the  very  foundation  of  reading  and  language  and  number, 
as  the  teacher  finds  no  time  to  repeat  to  the  individual  what 
is  said  so  many  times  to  the  class  as  a  whole  ;  the  oppor- 
tunities for  training  are  lost  and  much  of  their  work  be- 
comes entirely  memorizing.

The  usual  number  of  resignations  took  place  during  the 
summer  vacation  and  we  began  the  present  school  year  with 
six  new  teachers.  It  is  now  too  early  to  predict  the  result. 
Some  schools  have  been  weakened  and  some  strengthened 
by  the  changes.  The  professional  spirit  is  stronger  than 
usual  and  the  teachers  are  working  with  unusual  zeal  and 
enthusiasm. 

There  have  been  frequent  opportunities  for  teachers  to 
receive  professional  help,  enthusiasm  and  inspiration. 
Following  is  a  list  of  conventions  and  meetings  held : 

Nov.  1,  1906,  State  Institute  at  Hyannis. 
Nov.  16,  1906,  County  Convention  at  Hyannis. 
April  18,  1907,  District  Meeting  at  Harwich. 
October  22,  1907,  State  Institute  at  Orleans. 
A  Visiting  Day  each  term. 
Teachers'  Meetings  one  day  each  week. 

The  teachers  are  reading  this  year  Hamilton's  Recitation  ; 
a  book  intensely  practical  and  suggestive,  and  dealing  with 
those  relations  between  teacher  and  pupil  that  are  most  inti- 
mate :  in  the  recitation  the  minds  of  teacher  and  pupil 
touch ;  and  here,  if  at  all,  the  teacher  exerts  a  positive, 
active  influence  for  directing  growth  or  retarding  it.  The 
meetings  are  held  in  the  high  school  room  and  it  is  my  pur- 
pose to  be  present  as  often  as  once  a  month. 

I  have  supplemented  the  course  of  study  followed  in 
grades  1,  2,  3  and  4  in  reading,  number  work  and  language, 
by  a  statement  of  the  work  in  those  subjects  in  detail,  so  as 
to  leave  little  to  conjecture  and  at  the  same  time  not  to  limit 
the  individuality  of  the  teacher  in  their  presentation.  I 
have  asked  teachers  to  plan  each  day's  lessons  in  advance 
and  to  keep  the  same  in  a  plan  book  designed  for  that  pur- 
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pose.  I  believe  that  this  not  only  leads  to  a  clearer  pre- 
sentation of  a  subject  but  effects  a  great  saving  of  time ;  as 
a  thoughtful  consideration,  in  advance,  of  how  a  subject  is 
to  be  presented  insures  logical  presentation,  eliminates 
repetition  and  unnecessary  explanations  and  strengthens 
both  teacher  and  pupil,  by  leading  the  teacher  to  discover 
her  own  powers  and  limitations,  and  by  teaching  the  child 
how  to  study. 

The  tendency  of  the  education  of  today  is  to  get  away 
from  purely  scholastic,  academic  courses  of  study  into 
courses  where  industrial  work  is  recognized  as  a  potent 
factor  in  intellectual  and  social  development.  Secretary 
Martin,  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  says:  "The  idea 
is  deep  rooted  that  education  consists  of  academic  culture  ; 
that  schools  exist  to  promote  this  culture  ....  books, 
pictures,  statuary  and  decorative  plants  are  provided  to  cul- 
tivate and  minister  to  the  aesthetic  sense  of  the  children. 
The  sense  they  do  not  cultivate  is  the  dignity  of  manual 
industry  .  .  .  .  "  The  subject  of  industrial  education  is 
being  discussed  at  institutes  and  conventions,  and  wherever 
educators  meet  throughout  the  state.  Already  there  is  a 
law  providing  for  the  establishment  of  industrial  schools, 
and  steps  are  being  taken  to  secure  state  aid  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  industrial  courses  in  public  high  schools.  I 
hope  the  town  of  Chatham  will  be  ready  to  meet  the  issue 
when  it  is  presented. 

Concluding,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  interest  you  have 
taken  in  the  work  of  the  schools  and  for  your  assistance  on 
many  occasions.

To  bring  in  their  votes  all  on  one  ballot  for 
Town  Clerk  for  one  year,  Treasurer  for  one  year,  Three 
men  to  serve  as  Selectmen  for  the  term  of  one  year,  Three 
Assessors,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  Three 
Overseers  of  Poor  for  one  year,  One  Tax  Collector  for  one 
year,  One  School  Committeeman  for  three  years,  One  Eoad 
Commissioner,  for  three  years,  Three  Constables  for  one 
year,  One  Auditor  for  one  year,  One  Tree  Warden  for  one 
year.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town? 

Art.  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  Town  officers 
and  committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  con- 
sidered necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  appropriate  the  same  to  the  several  departments.
